serving. 

Other committee mem¬ 
bers also agreed to con¬ 
tinue, and a new treasurer 
has been found. 

Honiton Senior Voice 
caters for those aged 50 
and over, and has in the 
past attracted big crowds 
to topic-specific meetings. 

This includes the 
grilling of MP Neil Parish 
on pension reform in July. 
But it has been more diffi¬ 
cult to attract people to 
regular meetings. 


Member Tony Smith 
said: “That attendance 
[when Mr Parish visited] 
at Honiton Methodist 
Church Hall proved the 
town’s seniors can be per¬ 
suaded to hear and speak 
concerning things which 
matter to them. 

“More meetings are 
planned, including a visit 
from Mr Parish in March 
to discuss the future of the 
National Health Service 
and quality of care homes. 

“At a personal level, I 
cannot understand why so 
few residents aged over 50 
rarely attend meetings or 
make contact with Honi¬ 


ton Senior Voice officers. 

“For example, a disap¬ 
pointing AGM attendance 
heard much good advice 
from the morning’s guest 
Bernard Endacott, who is 
the treasurer of Devon 
Group of The National 
Pensioners’ Convention. 

“Mr Endacott said he 
felt the current benefits for 
things like free bus passes, 
free TV Licences for the 
over 75s, and a £100 win¬ 
ter fuel allowance, ap¬ 
peared ‘safe’ in the 
immediate future but he 
was sounding an ‘alarm- 
bell’ when he spoke of fu¬ 
ture rises in water, gas and 
electricity charges.”

‘Copter search 
for immig rants 

POLICE brought in a helicopter for a fruitless search 
for five suspected illegal immigrants in and around 
Axminster last week. 

A motorist, who said he had seen five men come off 
the back of a lorry along the A35 near Kilmington, 
called police in the early evening of Monday, October 
15th. 

The man was in a moving vehicle, so could not say 
where the men went after jumping off the lorry. 

It wasn't long before the search was on, the police 
helicopter hovering above the town and its outskirts. 

A police spokesperson said: "We were called after 
a member of the public reported seeing five males 
jump out of the back of a lorry at a lorry park near to 
Kilmington at about 6.30pm. 

"Police spoke to the driver and did a search of the 
area with the helicopter but located nothing. 

"The area was searched but there was no trace. No 
further investigation." 

A member of the public, who did not wish to be 
named, said: "I was out walking the dog. "It [the hel¬ 
icopter] was hovering in the distance, which made 
me think it was looking for something - had it been 
the air ambulance it would have landed. 

"It then flew towards Cloakham." 

A spokesperson for UK Border Agency said the or¬ 
ganisation would only get involved if police arrested 
someone who turned out to be a foreign national. He 
added that the agency carries out organised raids but 
has no search teams as such. The spokesperson con¬ 
cluded: "Nothing has been referred to us by police."

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From the editor’s chair 
Nice work if you can get it 


IN three weeks the electorate of East Devon will be 
going to the polls again - not to elect our local 
councillors but to vote into office Devon’s first Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner. 

I did a bit of a straw poll whilst in Seaton last 
week and asked half a dozen people whether they 
intended to vote. All six of them looked at me with 
a “what’s-he-on-about” kind of look and said they 
had no idea what I was talking about. 

This week the Government is delivering 20 mil¬ 
lion leaflets to homes throughout England and 
Wales in a bid to generate some awareness and to 
encourage people to vote amid predictions that the 
turnout could be as low as 10 per cent. I wonder 
how much that is costing? Tens of thousands for 
sure. 

So what exactly is a Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner? This is a newly created government posi¬ 
tions in 37 different areas with a salary range of 
£65,000 to £100,000 a year. The PCCS, as they will 
be known, will be tasked with scrutinising their 
force and holding it to account. They will also set 
the police budget and hire and fire chief constables. 


The whole idea is to empower local people to have 
a say on how crime is tackled. 

The phrase “nice work if you can get it” springs 
to mind, especially at a hundred grand a year, plus 
expenses no doubt. Actually, it’s going to be a very 
difficult job. 

This is a radical change in the policing of Britain 
and with police morale in Devon and Cornwall at a 
low level due to the cut-backs, whoever gets the 
job is going to face significant hostility from serv¬ 
ing officers. 

Do you know any of the candidates? Have you 
made up your mind who you will vote for? Are you 
going to bother to vote? 

In Devon and Cornwall there will be ten candi¬ 
dates with representatives from all the main polit¬ 
ical parties and six independents

COLYTON 

Council 'out of touch' 
Knowle buildings over meeting venue 


Revised plans for 


RESIDENTS have until November 8th to comment 
on East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) revised out¬ 
line planning application for the Knowle site. 

EDDC hopes to relocate its head office to a purpose- 
built complex in Honiton and put Knowle and its 
grounds on the market with outline planning con¬ 
sent. 

EDDC submitted an outline planning application on 
Friday, August 17th - which incorporated proposals 
to build on the footprint of existing buildings and car 
parks, plus an area of parkland at the lower end of 
the site. 

There would be a care home, a number of market- 
priced homes and 40 per cent affordable homes, 
making a total of 50 homes in all. But the application 
has since been revised. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “Revisions bring im¬ 
provements to some aspects of the scheme and also 
introduce new information to clarify several of the 
more contentious issues. 

“The changes have been made in response to com¬ 
ments made by consultees on the original applica¬ 
tion. There is a comprehensive schedule of trees, 
including clear indications of which would be re¬ 
moved, based on the advice of an EDDC arboricul- 
tural officer. 

“There is also more information about the colony of 
bats that lives in part of the building, including an in¬ 
dication of the trees where they roost. 

“Whilst the total number of dwellings remains the 
same, the number proposed for Zone E, at the lower 
end of the site, drops from 10 to 8. The layout of these 
8 homes has been revised to fit in better with exist¬ 
ing trees, their root systems and branch canopies. 

“In Zone C (the footprint of the current office build¬ 
ings) one of the housing layouts has changed from a 
crescent shaped block to a conventional terrace to 
mirror the nearby Fortfield Terrace architecture.” 

A decision on whether to approve or refuse the ap¬ 
plication is expected on December 4th. 

SEATON 

Town regeneration 

ALMOST 200 people took the chance to be briefed 
on regeneration plans for Seaton. The briefing took 
place in Seaton Town Hall, hosted by Seaton Town 
Council and its partners - East Devon District Council 
(EDDC), Devon County Council (DCC) and the Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Team. 

Those attending heard about what progress had 
been made on various projects,including a Jurassic 
discovery centre, a Jurassic coast waterborne trans¬ 
port service, seafront enhancement and redevelop¬ 
ment of Elizabeth Road Play Park. 


COLYTON Parish Council is “out of touch with the 
community” and should “hang their heads in 
shame” after refusing to meet in a more disabled- 
friendly venue, says a former councillor. 

Paul Arnott, who resigned from the council in 
March, has spoken exclusively to the Pulman 's View 
From Colyton about his disappointment over the 
council’s decision, as reported last week, and how 
the Reece Strawbridge Youth Centre has offered a 
solution. 

At the October meeting of Colyton Parish Council, 
Councillor Alan Davis’ proposal to hold all meetings 
at the accessible Peace Memorial Playing Fields 
Pavilion to comply with the Equality Act, rather than 
in the upstairs boardroom of the Colyton Feoffees 
Town Hall, was refused. Arguing councillors said the 
pavilion was regularly booked on Monday evenings 
and that they were not breaking the Equality Act as 
they had the option of using the downstairs Mor¬ 
timer Room in the town hall if necessary. 

Mr Arnott, a trustee and chairman of the manage¬ 
ment committee of the Reece Strawbridge Centre, 
has now revealed that the centre is willing to offer 
the council use of the upstairs room, which has full 
disabled access, on Monday nights. 

Councillor Sheila Smith, also bookings secretary 
for the youth centre, has written to the parish clerk 
advising her that the hall is available on Monday 
nights, and Councillor Mark Mann, a trustee of the 
centre, has written requesting an agenda item on the 
matter at next month’s meeting. 


OTTERYStMARY 

Scouts win grant 
in public vote 

MEMBERS of Ottery St Mary Scout Group are cele¬ 
brating after winning thousands of pounds to help 
boost membership and modernise facilities. 

Beating off stiff competition from a number of 
other community groups, the scouts landed the 
prize of £5,000 from the Lloyds Banking Group 
Community Fund after polling enough of the public 
vote. 

The group, which is based off Winter’s Lane, has 
been using the scout building since 1960, and the fa¬ 
cilities are in great need of improvement and updat¬ 
ing.

Group Scout Leader, John Green was overwhelmed 
by the public support saying it was a humbling 
thought that people had thrown their backing be¬ 
hind them. 

He said: “It’s really fantastic to know the Scouts are 
still valued in this community.

“Whilst the insects were palatable and 
nutritious enough, it was decided that it 
was unlikely that insect eating would 
take off in a big way any time soon.” 

Annother challenge day saw The Army 
pay a visit to the Axminster college to 
put Year 10 students through their paces. 

The students participated in a full range 
of tough, but enjoyable, circuit training 
exercises from push-ups to running in 
pairs carrying a vehicle tyre. In addition, 


first aid skills were also taught. 

Year nine students attended a thought- 
provoking production and workshop by 
an external drama company which fo¬ 
cused on raising awareness of the perils 
of binge drinking and drink driving. 

Other year group activities included a 
theatre trip to the Octagon in Yeovil, a 
theatre group workshop and social skills 
and team bonding activities at Crealy.

Badger culling is 
emotive subject 

I HAVE deliberately refrained from addressing the highly con¬ 
troversial proposed badger culls in Gloucestershire and West 
Somerset as I realise this is a highly emotive subject with 
deeply entrenched views from protagonists on either side. 

One feels deeply for the farming community and the dreadful 
losses they are suffering from bovine TB and I can well under¬ 
stand their desire to pursue any course which may ameliorate 
the suffering to herds and the enormous financial losses. 

I can also understand the distress occasioned by the proposed 
cull to those who sincerely believe that this drastic action is un¬ 
necessary and will be unlikely to have any significant affect in 
reducing the disease amongst cattle. 

My personal view is that the science behind the proposed cull 
is badly flawed and even if the badger populations in the two 
areas can be reduced by the proposed 70 per cent, and this I 
doubt, disturbed badgers carrying the disease will swiftly move 
into fresh areas to further expand the problem, while badgers 
from outside areas will move in to fill the vacuum created. 

However, there are undoubtedly too many badgers now for 
their own good and also for the welfare of other wildlife. Badg¬ 
ers are not cuddly twee little black and white folk, as television 
would like to portray them, but carnivorous members of the 
Mustelidae, or weasel family. 

They are omnivorous where their food requirements are con¬ 
cerned and will take young rabbits, hedgehogs, voles, nestlings, 
snakes and lizards and dig out wasp and bumble-bee nests for 
the grubs. They will also raid chicken-coops as I know to my 
cost and kill pheasant poults. 

That there are far too many badgers goes without saying. 
Their corpses litter the roads while sett excavations into fields 
present a hazard for vehicles and riders alike. For their own 
welfare a reduction in numbers would be highly beneficial. 

Unfortunately, of course, the so-called animal rights fanatics 
have latched on to the cull as a vehicle to promote their ignorant 
and unpleasant actions. Sadly, these people have no real knowl¬ 
edge of wildlife or the countryside but seem to suffer from the 
delusion that the lion will lie down with the lamb! Doubtless, 
there will be some unpleasant encounters if the cull goes ahead, 
while you and I will have to pay in terms of additional policing. 

Furthermore, in practical terms I fail to see how it will be 
possible to kill all the badgers in a sett. Shooting will take place 
at night over areas probably baited with peanuts. Even if half- 
a-dozen badgers are spotlighted feeding, it will only be possible 
to shoot one or at the most two, before the remainder vanish. 

The animals are not fools and will quickly learn not to appear. 
It is, frankly, a half-baked scheme dreamed up by “suits” in 
Defra who have not practical knowledge or understanding of 
the countryside and will prove a complete and expensive flop. 

Meanwhile, Dorset Wildlife Trust, an organisation which per¬ 
forms practical work to assist wildlife, has launched an appeal 
to help three areas under threat... woodland, bumble-bees and 
the birds of Brownsea Island’s lagoon. 

Funding vital conservation work is becoming increasingly 
difficult in the current economic climate and the DWT hopes 
to raise £42,000 to assist these three projects. Match funding 
is also available and anyone donating can choose which project 
they would like their money spent on. 

The woodland conservation programme is intended to restore 
and create small woods, including wet woods. Plans include 
planting 1,500 native trees near Weymouth, restoring seven wet 
woods across Dorset and protecting small woods in Purbeck. 
Bumble-bees are, we know, in serious decline and there are 
plans to restore and manage flower-rich grasslands in West 
Dorset which could mean the difference between survival and 
extinction for some bumble-bee species in the county. 

Urgent improvement is needed to repair and maintain the bird 
nesting islands in Brownsea Island lagoon, while the pumps 
and sluices that control the water level, allowing birds to rest, 
feed and nest on this internationally important site require at¬ 
tention.

Lorry demo: what 
a ‘waste of time'! 


■ I THINK that the 
demonstration in Windsor 
Gardens of the lorry 
reversing was a waste of 
time and money 

It proves nothing all. It 
only shows that a lorry 
which is designed to carry 
aggregate can just about 
get round into the 
proposed site. 

If a building supplies 
lorry arrives with a 
delivery there is a 99 per 
cent chance that it will be 
a lot longer and will 
require a lot more room. 

If the houses are built as 
most houses are - ready 
made wooden sections - 
then that would almost 
certainly mean a bigger 
lorry again. 

If you look at a normal 
building supplies lorry it is 
a lot longer than the lorry 
used for the demonstration 
and that would mean that 
the vehicles parked in the 
bays in cross street would 
have to find other places 
to park. 


Then we come to the 
arctic, a much bigger lorry, 
in which case it will have 
to be unloaded on the road 
because it will not be able 
to get into the site. 

So, in a nut shell the idea 
of lorries entering and 
leaving the site does not 
even wash with me, it is 
not practical. 

The Pulman’s View 
report mentioned the road 


in and out of the site when 
the houses have been built, 
where is this road going to 
be? 

I think the powers that be 
at East Devon District 
Council should have 
another look at the site and 
use a selection of vehicles 
and then decide, because if 
they carry on the way they 
are at the moment, I can 
see a lot of problems and 


residents will think even 
less of EDDC than they do 
now.

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Cadhay House goes green with new heating system 


THIS autumn owners of 
Grade I listed building, Cad¬ 
hay House, near Ottery St 
Mary, will for the first time 
use sustainably felled wood 
from the estate’s own wood¬ 
land to keep guests warm - 
and it’s all thanks to a new 
‘green’ biomass heating sys¬ 
tem installed this year. 

Cadhay’s owners, Rupert 
and Caroline Thistlethwayte, 
inherited the property in 2002 
and have spent the last ten 
years restoring the house to 
its former glory. 

When the Thistlethwaytes 
moved in, open fires and 
paraffin heaters were used to 
generate warmth until Rupert 
replaced and upgraded the 
heating system with oil-fired 
central heating - this required 
more than 45 radiators and 
four oil boilers. 

As oil prices started to rise 
dramatically (at the end of the 
freezing conditions of Winter 
2010, oil had increased by 70 
per cent), the system became 
very expensive to run, mean¬ 
ing heating was only switched 
on when guests were in resi¬ 
dence. 

This led to a variation in 
temperature not particularly 
healthy for the house and its 
wooden panelling. 

The Cadhay estate includes 
80 acres of woodland and Ru¬ 


pert became interested in 
using this to make the prop¬ 
erty more self-sufficient. 

Rupert explains: “Being 
self-sufficient was an attrac¬ 
tive proposition, and with 80 
acres of woodland at our dis¬ 
posal we felt sure there must 
be a more sustainable and 
cost effective option out 
there. 

“With fuel supplies on site, 
we would be able to signifi¬ 
cantly reduce our carbon foot¬ 
print and this seemed a whole 
lot more ethical and sensible 
than the existing system.” 

The Government’s Renew¬ 
able Heat Incentive (RHI) for 
Commercial Installations of¬ 
fers tariff payments for re¬ 
newable systems including 
biomass, so with this in mind, 
Rupert commissioned Fair 
Energy, a renewable energy 
firm located in Exeter, to 
carry out the installation. 

The existing oil boilers were 
replaced with one 130kW 
woodchip boiler which is sup¬ 
plying heat for the main 
house, two self-catering cot¬ 
tages and the greenhouse. 

Kirsten Parrick, director for 
the eco-firm, comments: “On 
a site like Cadhay it’s impor¬ 
tant to be sympathetic to the 
location, so the plant is 
housed in an old grain dryer 
shed. 


“We undertook the whole 
installation, from drawings 
and plans to creating the plant 
room and laying the heat 
main. 

“We anticipate that there 
will be income from the RHI 
of £14,200 each year with 
£10,000 saved annually on oil 
purchase.” 

Kirsten states that convert¬ 
ing oil boilers to biomass in 
historic buildings is becoming 
increasingly common in the 
drive towards greener, more 
efficient heating systems. 

Rupert and Caroline can 
now even control the temper¬ 
ature over the website, thanks 
to advances in control tech¬ 
nology. 

Rupert has strong feelings 
about Cadhay and its impor¬ 
tance as a historic building: “I 
see my role very much as cus¬ 
todian with a responsibility to 
pass the house on in a form 
that is able to cope with what¬ 
ever the future holds.” 

By investing in a system 
that will both reduce the en¬ 
ergy usage of the house and 
slow any degradation to the 
fabric of the building, Rupert 
is helping to ensure that Cad¬ 
hay House will be enjoyed 
and appreciated by many gen¬ 
erations to come.

Cheaper insurance for every Mazda CX-5

M AZ DA’S investment in ‘active’ safety technology 
to help drivers avoid accidents or reduce the severity 
of collisions has resulted in cheaper insurance for 
the owners of every Mazda CX-5. Mazda’s com¬ 
pact SUV is the first product from the Japanese 
manufacturer to feature innovative SKYACTIV 
technologies. 

Because Mazda’s ‘Smart City Brake Support’ 
(SCBS) system is standard-fit across the CX-5 com¬ 
pact SUV range, the ABI (Association of British In¬ 
surers) has decided to lower the original insurance 
group ratings for this model by two groups - across 
the 18-strong line-up - from 20 October. 

SCBS is an automatic emergency braking system 
which uses radar sensors in the front of the car to 
monitor the closing distance and speed to the vehi¬ 
cle in front. If the system detects that a collision is 
likely and the driver hasn’t reacted in-time, the sys¬ 
tem applies the vehicle’s brakes to prevent the acci¬ 
dent or reduce its severity. The system is most 
effective when the speed difference between the dri¬ 
ver’s car and the vehicle in front is less than 19mph. 

The ABI’s decision was taken after comprehen¬ 
sive tests of the SCBS were conducted by the 
Thatcham Research Centre. Thatcham has been 
working closely with the EuroNCAP safety organ¬ 
isation to understand and quantify the benefits of fit¬ 
ting automatic emergency braking systems. 

If systems like Mazda’s SCBS become a universal 
fitment, it is estimated by EuroNCAP that road ac¬ 
cidents in Europe could be cut by 27 percent, saving 


8,000 lives a year. 

“Although any change in premium depends on 
many factors that insurers evaluate, even a small re¬ 
duction in group rating has the potential to cut in¬ 
surance costs,” comments David Wilson-Green, 
Aftersales Director, Mazda UK. “We anticipate that 
the lowered group ratings for CX-5 could result in 
annual savings up to £50 on some models for our 
customers.” 

The Mazda CX-5 range is priced from £21,395 to 
£28,995 (OTR) and now has insurance group rat¬ 
ings from 15E to 2IE. Customers have a choice of 


petrol and diesel engines, four trim levels (SE-L, 
SE-L Nav, Sport and Sport Nav), six-speed manual 
and automatic transmissions and 2-wheel drive 
(2WD) or all-wheel drive (AWD) - depending on 
model. 

Thanks to having SCBS fitted as standard on all 
models, the ground-breaking Mazda CX-5 was 
voted joint-winner of the ‘2012 Safety Award’ last 
week at the annual Scottish Car of the Year cere¬ 
mony, where its automatic emergency braking sys¬ 
tem earned high praise from the Association of 
Scottish Motoring Writers. 

Last month, Mazda’s CX-5 was crowned What 
Car? Green SUV of the Year, averaging a remark¬ 
able 47.2mpg in the magazine’s ground-breaking 
True MPG test. In June, the Mazda CX-5 was 
crowned ‘Best Crossover 1 in the 2012 Auto Express 
New Car Awards for its "...space, quality and style 
with a great drive and incredible efficiency".
